Conviction of Charlie Hawkins on 
a charge of assault with intent to 
rob Dr. Iverson C. Case. physician and 
in an alleged blackmail 
scheme, was voted late Thursday night 
by a jury in Judge FE.

MACON, Ga., Oct. 16.—(P)—A 
new democracy, represented by Rich- 
ard B. Russell, Jr., and his young fol- 
lowers tonight stood ready to assume 
the political responsibilities of this 
state. 

Early tomorrow, after a momentary 
merger with the old, as represented by 
the outgoing executive committee, the 
new order will take command of the 
state democratic convention and for 
the next four years at least its word 
will be law. 

The task is described as a difficult 
one, and was perhaps made more so 
by the final act of the old committee 
today when by a vote of 41 to 17 it 
adopted a resolution calling for the 
dismissal of all pending contests in 
the comptroller general’s race, and in- 
dorsement of Homer C. Parker as the 
nominee for that post. 

This action came after an entire 
day of debate over protests filed by 
Wikiam B. Harrison against an 
amended return from Wilkinson coun: 
ty, which gave Mr. Parker a slight 


popular vote lead’ and a tie in unit 
votes. Attorneys for both Harriso 
the incumbent, and for Parker, argu 
their cases before the executive and 
subcommittees, and it was only after 
an adjournment for lunch that an 
agreement could be reached. 

But a minority report, declaring 
that the committee had no right to 
take such action, was drawn up to- 
night, and will doubtless again make 
the question the outstayding one before 
tomorrow's convention.

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HOOVER AND MORROW. 

In opening his campaign for sen- 
ator from New Jersey, Dwight Mor- 
row expressly denies any purpose 
to be a candidate for the republican 
presidential nomination in 1932. He 
states his personal hope to vote for 
the renomination and re-election of 
President Hoover. 

In the circumstances scarcely less 
could be expected from him. He 
has been a large political bene- 
ficiary from Hoover favor, In fact, 
he owes his present candidacy for 
the senate to the public promi- 
nence given to him by Hoover 
preferments. Courtesy and gratitude 
demanded from him Just the state- 
ment he has made. 

But neither President Hoover nor 
Mr. Morrow can now predicate the 
lines of the republican campaign of 
1932, or prefigure its presidential 
candidacies. There are manifestly 
big events casting their shadows be- 
fore and which will determine the 
party’s policies and candidates two 
years hence.

A commission of officers had 
to be hurriedly formed and procecded 
to eat a goud quantity in front of the 
men before the goulash mutineers 
would change their attitude and con- 
sent fo eat their dinner in accordance 
with good order and military disci- 
pline. e four anti-goulash ringlead- 
ers received respectively six, five, four 
and three-month rigorous imprison- 
ment.

Millions of dollars have been loan- 
el] in this way—loaned when prices 
were high and hogs were selling at 
$22 to $23 per hundred pounds, corn 
about $2.15 and wheat 3.50 per bushel. 


Now wheat, from which the farmer 
must get his money to pay interest 
on his mortgage and taxes, is 78 cents 
at Chicago and corn at 84 cents. Even 
sugar, which sold at 2.30 cents a 
pound wholesale a year ago, is sell- 
ing at 1.20 cents now: cotton 18.4% 
cents a year ago, 10 cents now. 


The price of land is directly af- 
fected by the price of farm products. 
W hen the prices of farm products are 
high, the farmer makes plenty of mon- 
ey, and it shows immediately in rising 
farm values. 

The post-war decline in farm values 
has been very severe. It has bank- 
rupted hundreds of thonsands of farm- 
ers, Millions more have left the farms 
for the city. In no industry has ad- 
versity been so severe. Many farms 
in the middle west that sold as high 
as $5350 an acre can now be bought 
for less than $100—less than the first 
mortgage in many cases. Naturally 
the mortgage companie< have been af- 
fected by such a sitnation. 

Now the department of agriculture 
reports that the estimated value of all 
farm lands as of March 1 is consid- 
erably lower than it was a year ago. 

The department gives this reason: 
“Abnormally larze supply of available 
lands and a readjustments of values 
to earnings.” .

IRREGULARITIES 
FEW IN TENNESSEE 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 16.—(#) 
Testimony citing purported irregular- 
ities in the conduct of the democratic 
senatorial primary in Shelby and Ma- 
con counties last August occupied the 
attention of the senate campaign 
funds investigating committee today. 

However, before leaving tonight for 
Memphis, Chairman Gerald P. Nye 
told newspapermen that on she 
strength of information received at 
the Nashville hearing, “as an individ- 
ual,” he would not feel warranted 
in objecting to the credentials of any 
of the men nominated for the senate 
in Tennessee’s August primaries. 

“However,” he said, “the investi- 
gation is not completed, and the com- 
mittee will await further facts and 
figures from the candidates and oth- 
ers.” He said he did not know 
whether the committee would hold a 
hearing in Memphis tomorrow, — but 
that it may hold a hearing there be- 
fore leaving the city. 

Dr. John R. Neal, of Knoxville, 
defeated by Senator William FE. 
Brock, of Chattanooga, in the race 
for the democratic nomination for the 
short senate term from November to 
March, told the committee’ he spent 
primary day in Memphis. He testj- 
fied that “I did not see a single pre- 
vision of the law that was not vioe- 


lated there.” 


Charging that “from 5,000 to 6,000 
negroes” were voted iv the democratic 
primary in Shelby county (Memphis), 
Dr. Neal testified that he saw one 
group of negroes voted in two demo- 
cratic primary voting precincts, and 
said “although something more than 
28,000 votes were recorded.” He did 
not believe the actual vote in Shelby 
county exceeded 12,000.. 

Senator Nye said he was “not sur- 
prised” at Dr. Neal’s testimony re- 
garding “the repeating of voters” in 
Shelby geounty. The testimony, he 
said, “corresponds in every detail with 
reports made to the committee by its 
observers there on election day.” 

Dr. Neal testified that Senator 
Rrock received the benefit of $500,000 
spent during the primary campaign. 
This statement was challenged a few 
minutes later when Senator Brock 
asked permission to testify.

Although officials of. the Grey- 
hound Lines of Georgia, Inc., refused 
Thursday to comment on reports that 
the local organization of bus lines will 
be involved in a proposed merger of 
four major southern bus lines, it was 
understood from sources considered 
authoritative that the projected com- 
bination would include that concern.

In the “should be paid by others” 
column Daugherty listed notes and 
bonds, which he said he had signed as 
security but which should be settled 
by the makers.
